If 
the U.S., after telling the world 
that it would not be pushed out 
of Saigon, were to accede to any 
flabby “neutralist” settlement 
leading to a Communist take­ 
over, it would set the stage for 
all manner of ugly bickering at 
home in America. The member­ 
ship of the John Birch Society 
and the Minutemen would take 
a dramatic leap; the air would 
be bitter-blue with “I told you 
so’s.” And then, if Thailand and 
Burma were to fall in short or­ 
der to Communist coups, the fat 
would really be in the fire. 
A similar dissolution of civic 
bonds within the U. S. would fol­ 
low if Castroites were to get 
control of the Dominican Repub­ 
lic and then proceed to stage 
victorious uprisings in countries 
such 
as Guatemala, Ce l o m- 
bia, and Venezuela. There are 
those who say that, increase of 
such dire happenings, a cowed 
American people would accept 
the result — in which case the 
Demoratic 
Party 
might 
still 
hope to remain in power despite 
a manifest retreat into isolation. 
But I, for one, refuse to be­ 
lieve that the majority of Amer- 
ians are yet a craven lot. If 
Lyndon Johnson were to cut and 
run in Southeast Asia or the 
Caribbean, and if the Commun­ 
ist dynamism were to roar into 
high gear in the frenzied effort 
to exploit newly created power 
vacuums. I would expect the 
Republicans to come back be­ 


cause of anger, fear, and frus­ 
tration. 
It is obvious that Lyndon 
Johnson would like to reach 
stand-off decisions both in Viet­ 
nam and in Santo Domingo. He 
manifestly doesn’t want to bomb 
Hanoi, much less invade North 
Vietnam with ground troops. He 
certainly doesn’t want to be em­ 
broiled in direct warfare with 
Red China. Nor does he want to 
hand the government of the Do­ 
minican Republic to any “living 
military 
symbols 
of 
Trujil- 
loism,” to use Theodore Drap­ 
er’s phrase. He wants things to 
come to rest at some mid point 
in each hemisphere without let­ 
ting the Communist fox into the 
hen roosts. 
But big forces have been set 
in motion, what with Commun­ 
ist subversion and the dispatch 
of U. S. Marines to distant out­ 
posts. 
Johnson 
can’t put the 
genie back into the bottle except 
by getting his own mid-point 
way. What if the pendulum just 
won’t come to rest? If he refus­ 
es to call the troops back home, 
the liberals may push things to 
a open break.

CLEVELAND (AP)— "Every 
minute we have free is a joyous 
thing. We can’t let ourselves 
spoil today worrying about to­ 
morrow.” 
That is Dr. Sam Sheppard, 
42, talking about the possibility 
of a return to prison to com­ 
plete the life sentence given 
him over IO years ago in the 
bludgeon slaying of his preg­ 
nant wife, Marilyn. 
"We realize we may only have 
a few days together,” Sheppard 
said from his home in suburban 
Rocky River in a telephone in­ 
terview with the Dayton Daily 
News. 
"The important thing is to 
stay at home and get the most 
out of these days. 
"Instead of going out for a 
wild time, we are going f o r 
walks and working in the gar­ 
den.” 
His son, Sam Jr., 18 years 
old today, was depressed when 
the 6th U.S. Circuit Court of 
Appeals ruled two weeks ago 
in a 21 decision that Sheppard 
should go back to prison. 
"We tried to encourage him ,” 
said the form er Ariane Teb- 
benjohanns, who m arried Shep­ 
pard after he won freedom last 
July. 
"We told him the same things 
we tell each other—that we are 


still together. That nothing ha# 
happened yet.” 
The Sheppards told the Daily 
News they try to keep someone 
in the house in case there is a 
telephone call with news—good 
or bad. 
It was a telephone call that 
gave them the word the appel- 
late court had overruled Fed­ 
eral Dist. Judge Carl A. Wein­ 
man of Dayton, who had ord­ 
ered Sheppard free on grounds 
publicity 
had 
prevented 
him 
from getting a fair trial. 
"I feel a retrial would vindi­ 
cate me and help get to the 
guilty people,” Sheppard said. 
"W e’re eager for a retrial. If 
they think I’m guilty, why not 
retry me? They know I’m in­ 
nocent.” 
His lawyer has asked the ap­ 
pellate court for a rehearing. 
He says he will appeal to the 
U.S. Supreme Court if neces­ 
sary to win Sheppard his per­ 
manent freedom.
